2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-1 1 meet the criteria set forth in PCT Articles 33(2)-(4) for novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability. 

None of the citations discloses a recreational board travelling across a medium, said recreational board 
comprising: a board having a top surface and a bottom surface; said top surface supporting a user positioned on 
said recreational board; and said bottom surface contacting the medium on which the board travels; the board 
being shaped so that a front portion of the board is narrower than a rear portion of the board; wherein the bottom 
surface includes a plurality of grooves that extend forwardly from a central zone on said bottom surface to 
adjacent a side edge of the bottom surface. Therefore, the claims are novel. 

It would not be obvious for a skilled addressee to arrive at the claimed arrangement from the teachings of the 
prior art. 

The claims define subject matter that would be suitable for industrial application. 
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
